THE VACCINE 

Hepatitis B vaccine (RECOMBIVAX-HB: Recombitant) is a noninfectious subunit viral vaccine derived from; 
lepatitis B surface antigen (HbsAg) produced in yeast cells (common baker’s yeast: Saccaromvces 

c.crpvici cif* \ - 


When injected into the muscle. RECOMB1VAX-HB induced protective levels of antibody in more than 90% 
of healthy individuals who received the recommended three doses of the vaccine. There is no evidence that 
the vaccine has ever caused hepatitis B. However, persons who have been infected with HBV prior to 
teceiving the vaccine may go on to develop clinical hepatitis in spite of immunization. The duration of 
immunity is unknown at this time. 


POSSIBLE VACCINE SIDE EFFECTS 

The incidence of side effects is very low. No serious side effects have been reported with the vaccine. A few 
persons experience tenderness and redness at th^ite of injection. Low grade fever may occur, Rash, nausea, 
joint pain and mild fatigue have also been reporAl. The possibility exists that more serious side effects may 
be identified with more extensive use. 1 ^ '
